‘Tho Cleansing Sub-Committes vf Aber- 
deen Town Council, consisting of Councillor 
Glass, convener ; Councillors Jolinston and 
Ross, with Mr. W. Findlay, cleansing 
superintendent, and Mr Wm. ~Dyack, 
bargh suryeyor, have issued an exhnustive 
and interesting report un tho result of their 
visit to several tonne in Scotland and Eng. 
lund with a view to making inquiry as to 
the typo of refuse destructor that would bo 
most auitable for Aberdeen. ‘Aa tho result 
of preliminary inquiries, the sub-committes 
concluded that the best destructors in the 
market were those mnde by Messra Gud- 
dard, Massey, und Warner, Nottingham ; the 
Horsfall Company, Limited Leeds ; Meeses 
Hughes and Sterling, Li ‘pool; Messrs 
Manlovy, Alliot, and Co., Nottingham ; 
and Messrs Meldrutn Brothors, Manchester. 
They accordingly resolved to visit Puisley, 
Darwen, Bradford, Shoftield, Liverpool, 
and London—Shoreditch, Whiteehapel, 
Streatham, and Fulham—whero destructurs 
by one or other of the makers named are in 
operativn. ‘Thy destructor at Paisloy was 
erected by the Horsfall Company, and has 
been in operation about six months, After 
the furnaces have been well kindled, no. 
fuel other than the refuse ix Tequired to 
keep them burning. The destructor ix 
wrought in three sight-hour shifts, two 
men being employed each shift on the upper 
oremptying floor chargity the furnaces and 
on the lower or ground level, about 18 feet 
blow this fuor, here the furnaces are 
situated, three mon are employed, each 
shift raking tho refuse forward into the fires 
nd clearing out the clinker every two hours, 
The combustion in the furnaces in aided 
by a forced dmught in tho forin of steam 
jets, the steam being generated from the 
burning of the refuse. The smoke snd 
gnses from the furnaces do not pass direct 
into the main flue at the back, hut have te 
Pass over the fire aud heat of the furnaces 
to the front, where, in the sido walls bo- 
tween each furnace there is aamall flue 
cunnecting with the main flue, By this 
method a very cumplete combustion. is 
obtained, and ‘a temperature of 2000 de- 
grees in guarantced in the mnin fuc“Steam 
is generated ty « Babcock and Wilcox 
tubular boiler, which is placed over the 
amain flye juse beyond the furnaces, but a 
present only a sinal] quantity of steam is 
‘in addition to what ig required for 
reed driaght. This additional steain 
is utilised in driving machinery for crushing 
ving a imortar mill in 
which the clinker is gtill further ground 
and mixod with Arden lime, the mortar 
produced being readily sold to builders, 
45 well us the crushed clinker, which is used 
for concrete wark, ote. It is, howover, in 
contemplation.to still-farther apply the pow- 
er to drive an. electric lighting. installation 
to light the works, stables, etc., a8 well ag 
machinery for making concrote slabs. Uno 
of the features af the Horafall typo of des- 
tructor ia what is. termed a dust catcher 
between the main fluo and the chimney, 
fitted with a ntimbor ‘of bafite walls which 
intercept the particles of dust from being 
carried up the chimney. Tho chinmey here 
is 180 feet high and at the time of our visit 
there was practically an entire gbsonce of 
@noke.  Thecombusticn of the refuse seem- 
ed ‘to be vary complete, but full advantage 
wria hot taken of tho heat generated, which 
rendered the process of destruction more 
costly than it otherwise might have been. 
At Darwon.thoro is a very well-designed 
and. artanged installation. © Tho car. 
poration, huving in view tho imoki 14 
Provision, for o number of tun 
pal undertnkings, including the ro- 
‘use destructor, electricity works, public 
baths, health depot, and stables, highways 
Btone yard and water works depot, acquired 
mu estate, ‘extending to about 44 acres. 
The various committees interested, along 
with the burgh and electrical engineers, 
then carefally considered the allocation of 
the land to the various purposes, and the 
result is a very compact and well-planned 
arrangement. The site is practically in the 
centro of the town, and the refuse can be, 
carted to it by no less than five different 
ways, which is) an obvious advant- 
age. he deatructor .is of tho typo 
known as. Meldrum Brothers’ *Si. plox? 
Destructor, and consists. of two units of 
four cells cach’ «xr oight cells i all, 
cach unit being’ capable of destroying. the 
refuse of the town in 24 hours, equal to 
about 36 tons; or 9 fons per coll, The 
inethod of charging hete is different from 
‘tho last .case. At Darwon there are two 
large tipping hoppors, one for each unit, 
intuwhich the refuse is discharged, gravitat- 
ing slawly to thé lower or ground level, 
where the refuse is hand-stoked directly 
thyougls the doors of tho s on te the 
furnace iv thin layers It is claimed for 
this tlirt -a more equable temperatura

, At Livorpool (Cobb's Quarry), Shore- 
ditch, and Whiteo apel, the destructors in 
operation are of the Fryer col? typo, 7on- 
structed by Messra Manlove, Allictt, and 
Co. ‘They are fitted with the Doulnois 
Brodie patent charging Opparatus, which, 
briefly described, consis! of a large 
rectungular iron box or tank divided into a 
nuinher uf compartments, and’ arranged to 
travel upon rails over the furnaces. From 
a random test taken it was found the cells 
of the destructor at Cobb's Quarry: wero 
destroying the refuse at upwards of 12 tone 
per cell 24 hours, and evaporating 
4.17ths, of ter for every Mb. of refuse 
destruyod, giving 730 ih-p, per hour for 
tho ctyht celix.

In the must modern construc- 
tion of‘ high temperature deatructors, a 
constant temperature ‘of from 1800 dogrees 
to 2000 degrees Fahrenheit ia easily main- 
tained, and frequently a temperature of 
2500 degrees is reached. The great heat 
thus generated has in more Fecent practice 
compelled the various authorities, in con- 
sidering the question of establishing a re- 
fune destructor, to direct thoir attention to 
sing the heat produced by the combus- 
oF tho refuse for raising puwer for 
YA¥oux purposes. -At present tho power 
thus rized is employod in a variety of 
ways, such na olectric traction, clectric 
lighting, pumping water and sewage, driv- 
ing clinker, crushing and mottar mixing 
machinery, etc. Thers is no doubt that 
any Community detormining to proceed with 
a destructor. installation at the present 
time, if they wish to curry tho scheme to 
a really successful issue, must’ consider 
in what purticular direction the power 
which can be obtained by. the destruction 
of the refura ia to by utilised ; and, having 
decided: upon this, they should then ro- 
coed te devise and lay down theirinatallation 
upon these line. Darwen ian noteworthy 
instance of a well-conceived scheme in thid 
direction, having from ita inception the ob- 
ject of utilising the power-obtained for 
electric traction and lighting purposes ; 
Liverpodl also, a8 woll us the various planta 
at Shoreditch, Whitechapel, Fulham, etc., 
have all daid down their plants on these 
lines. In connection with the ostablieh- 
ment of a refuse destructor for Aberdeen, 
we would recommend that the purpose for 
which the power to bo raised should be ap.. 
plied ought to be considered at an catty 
date, and would bey to suggeat it should be 
remitted to the Cleansing Committee and 
the Electric Lighting’ Committco. to re- 
port more fully upon the question of haw 
tho power would be best utilised. 

Tn towns of similar size to Aberdeen it is 
better to have more than oue installation so 
as to minimise the cost of carting, Ut hae 
alev Leon found necessary to have a certain 
reserve sv as to pormit of ropairs, cleaning, 
ete. - We are of o however, that the 
various needs will best be met with by 
erecting = destructar plant in the first place 
capable of destroying not leas than 180 tons 
a tn in or near the site of the present Up, 

« Justice Mills, with a slight reserve to 
énable the necessary cleaning and ropairs to 
be done from time to time. Aftor this 
plant is in full working order, and as the 
quantity of refuse is found ta be inqroasingy, 
a second plant could be laid down in a suit- 
able position in the northern district of the 
town in such s way that it.cuuld be added to 
from time: to time as the necessity arises: 
Tn addition to the valucof the power which 
may be raised and which should ap-
